How the Fire Was Discovered and Extin- 
guished—Young Foerstel’s Suicide in 
Froxt of a Mirror—How His Father 
Received It—A Story of Biackmail— 
The Young Man’s Financial Transac- 
tions—Scenes at the City Hall. 


A crushing blow fell on City Treasurer 
Michael J. Foerstel to-day. Misfortune sel- 
dom comes on a man in such an avalanche as 
that which overwhelmed himthis morning. A 
mysterious fire, evidently of incendiary 
origin, intended to destroy the records of the 
office, was followed, as soon as it became 
known that the attempt had failed, by 
the suicide of his son, Edward Foerstel, 
who was the First Assistant Treasurer. The 
Vault and safe in the Treasurer’s office were 
both found open, although no one yet 
knows what is missing. Those 
things, taken in connection with the 
suit brought by a money-lender against 
the Treasurer, and the stories of 
real estate speculations in which both 
he and bis son are said tobe involved, have 
led to all sorts of reports, and the broadest 
inferences are being drawn. The 
excitément caused by the fire 
and suteide caused business to do 
almost suspended in the offices of the City 
Hall to-day, and there was nothing else 
talked of about the bullding. Comptroller 
Stevenson asserts positively that most of 
the reports about defalcations in 
the Treasurer’s office are untrue, and he and 
the Treasurer are making an examination of 
the books and the vaults thisafternoon. All 
the valuable records were saved, 
and the fire did not get 
near the vault, soit willbea matterof only 
afew hours“ work to get at the actual con- 
dition of the office. 

THE TREASURY’S CONDITION. 

A statement from Comptroller Steven- 
son was made to day to a 
Post - DISPATCH reporter as to the 
condition of the Treasury. It throws some 
light on the matter, anil will perhaps calm 
the alarming rumors as to a treasury short- 
age that are current on the streets. 

**There could have been only $11,090) in the 
vault and the safe, said the Comptroller. 
„Our books show that. The money 
was in bills, large and sinall, 
and coin, I do not think the 
affairs ofthe office can be in bad condition. 
Four days ago Deputy Comptroller Gabel 
made athorough examination of the office, 
going through the books and bank accounts, 
and at that time the balances were all right, 
and there was the proper amount of cash on 
band. Any shortage, no matter how small, 
will show at once upon an examination,’’ 


EDDIE FOERSTEL’S SUICIDE. 


He Shoots Himself Through the Temple 
in His’ Room. 


Edward C. Foerstel, son of City Treasurer 
Foerstel, and assistantin his father’s office, 
shot and fatally wounded himself, in his 
room at 2112 Pine street at about S o’clock 
this morning. There can be no doubt that 
the deed was carefully planned and executed. 
Afterremoving his coat, shoes, collar and 


tie, young Foerstel must have stood directiy 
in front of t mirror in bis room, and guided 
by the refiection, 1 taken alm at his 
right temple. The bullet pessed almost 
completely through the head and could be 
teilt immediately under the skin back of the 
loft ear. Sympioms of life, an occasional 
rattie inthe throat and a slight convulsive 
twitching of the muscles could be noticed for 
a couple of hours after the shot had been 
fired, dut at 10:30 o’clock life was extinct, 
Unconsciousness ,complete and total as death 
itself, must have followed instantly. A glance 
must have convinced Dr. Nichols, the phy- 
sician who was called, that the man was be- 
yond all assistance. 

Young Foerstel had occupied the room in 
which he shot biwself tor almost a year. 
When seen a Post-DIsPATCH reporter 
shortly after the occurrence he lay in exactly 
the same position in which he had fallen; 
nothing bad been disturbed. His head la 
near the stove in a large pool of clotted blood 
which wasconstantly being augmented by 
a Small stream which trickled down 
the side of his face. A powder 
marked orifice in his right temple 
showed where the bullet had entered the 

. HMisfeet, which were slightly apart, 
were Duta few inches from the — be- 
forethe mirror of which he had stood to aim 
the fatalshot. His position showed that he 
must have fallen backwards at full length at 
once. On the floor near his right hand lay 
the weapon, a 82-caliber revolver, with 
which the rash act had been performed. But 
one chamber bad been discharged. He was 
dressed in a brown suit of clothes the 
coat of which had been carefully folded, 
and

collar and tie lay upon the bureau. The bed

He 
subsequently acknowledged that the call 
was made before the fire atthe City Hall oc- 
curred and oe comparing the time said 
that it must have been between 5 and 6 
o’clock. was in bed when Ed came,“ he 
said, and I asked him if he would take a 
drink, but he refused. He had not been 
drinking. 

He sat down by the side of the bed and 
started to smoke my pipe which was lyin 
near by. We merely talked over severa 
business matters we have had together in the 
past. He was apparently all right atthe 
time and quite cheerful. Ohdear, this is a 
terrible thing, terrible, and Mr. Harrison 
walked away, rubbing his eyes. 

To all questions asto the nature of the 
business falked over between them Harrison 
returned evasive replies. It had, however,

THE LANDLADY’S STORY. 

Mrs. Lizzie Lewis, the lady of the house, 
2112 Pine street, where young Foerstel had 
been rooming, said that Ed (as she called 
him), had been rooming with her for 
a bout ten months, andshe thought as much 
of himasifhe had been her own boy. He 
had been out last night to the theaterand 
dropped in a moment for a chat 
before he went to his room, 
was in his usual pleasant 
and said that he enjoyed 
play, Voodoo, very much. Both Mrs. 
Lewis andher daughter, Fannie, said that 
he seemed exactly as usual and there was 
nothing whatever in his manner to indicate 
that he 1 any such fearful act as 
taking his own life. This was shortly after 
II o’clock, and then Ed bid them good night 
as pleasantly as he was in the habit of doing 
and went upto hisroom. ‘This was the last 
heard of him until about 8 o’cleck this morn- 
ing when Mrs. Lewis, who was in the front 
hall, heard the sound of a pistol, and at the 
same time a cry from her daughter Indicating 
that something fearful had happened. Miss 
Fannie was on the second floor when the pis- 
tol was fired, and was starting to come down 
stairs. Divining that gs | had hap- 
pened to Ed, both mother and daughter 
rushed to his room at the rear of the hall.

He left me at my room in better 
spirits than I have seen him in a month, and 
I presume he went direct to his room and re- 
tired. I never saw him again unt 
this morning when I was assisted 
over the transom of his room by my mother, 
where I found him breathing nis last. Here 
Miss Lewis broke down again. , 


FIRE AT THE CITY HALL. 


How It Was Discovered and Ext in 
gaished—Subsequent Developments. 


William Quirk is the night watchman at the 
City Hall. He has to turn in a call every 
three hours from each of the six boxes in the 
offices there to a messenger company to show 
that everything is all right. These cails 
have to goinat9o’clock, midnight, 3 in the 
morning and 6o’clock. If they don’t come 
in Al right, the men in charge at the mes- 
senger office knowthat something is wrong 


and investigate. 

The9o’clock call went in allright last 
night, and so did the midnight and 3 o’clock 
call. The early morning call did not come 
in, and instead an alarm of fire was rung in 
by the watchman. The nearest fire-engine 
went to the hall at once, and the firemen saw 
smoke pouring outofthe second-story Elev- 
enth street windows in a dlack cloud. 
It camé from the corner of the 
old red building near Market street, where 
the offices ofthe City Auditorand Treasurer 
are. Ladders were run up to the outside 
windows and the locked doorsof the hall 
were Droken in. The firemen dragged their 
hose up stairs, and battered Inthe doors of 
the Comptrolier’s office and those of the 
Treasurer and Auditor. These three offices 
communicate, and smoke was coming out of 
all three, They found no fire in 
the Comptroller's office, and none in the 
Auditor’s office, but into that flames were 
burning through a great hole in the wall 
between it and the Treasurer’s office. 

STARTED IN A CLOSET. 

The firemen broke through the wall from 
the Auditor’s officé and through the doors 
leading from the passage into the Treasur- 
er’s office. 

They found that the fire was durn⸗ 
ing flercely in a wooden closet 
next to the wall, between the Treasurer’s 
office and the Auditor’s office. The closet 
was filled with old books and papers, such as 
warrants and receipts. The fire had been 
burning there a long time, fora great part of 


the floor, a space about six feet square, had 
caught from it and had burned through so 
that blazing pieces of wood were dropping | 
down to he “*foor below. All the 
books and papers which the closet had con- 
tained had dropped out on the floor, as the

„The vault and safe were both open when 
I came in, said Capt. Young, 

1 don’t know how that could have 
been,’’ said Treasurer Foerstel, and then he 
turned and walked back tothe Market street 
window. Fire Ohief Lindsay stood there 
with the Deputy Comptrollerand Mr. Bohie. 
The Fire Ohief was telling about the first ex- 
amination of the safe just after the fire had 
been extingnished. 

„The vault door was open and so was the 
safe, he was saylng, and they were about 
to look tn the safe When the door was pushed 
shut and the combination caught.’’ 

Everywhere he turned Treasurer Foerstel 
heard a whisper that meant a suspicion that 
all was not right in the safe. He kept up his 
walk about the office, giving no orders, and 
still seemed to be Watting. It was said that 
he expected his son, Ed Foerstel, the First 
Assistant Treasurer, and that he had sent a 
messenger for him. 4 Post-DISPATCH re- 
porter asked him tf this was true. 

‘*I’ve sent for Eddie, he sald; ‘‘he’ll be 
here ina few minutes. I’m sure everything 
is all right, but he’ know.“ 


He spoke hurriedly and cleared his throat 


as if each word had been a separate effort. 
He seemed greatly troubled, but he did not 
suspect how heavy was the blow about to 
fallon him.

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THE FATHER’S GRIEF. 


How the New; of His fon’s Suicide 


Reached the Treasurer. 

When the blow came it fell heavily. While 
the Treasurer and other officers were ex- 
amining things in his office, the report that 
Eddie Foerstel had Committed suicide 
gained circulation on the outside. Comp- 
troller Stevenson, who sat grimly watching 
the vault, was apprised of the report.

Eddie was at my house Saturday night, 
but I did not see him all day yesterday. He 
will be here, soon. 

Eddie left the office Saturday afternoon at 
5o’clock,’’ salt Deputy Sples atthe same 
time to Comptroller Stevenson. The Treas- 
urer again came over tothe window where 


consumed, and, some in flames and some Fire Chief Lindsay was standing. 
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They feared trouble because they knew that 
Ed had a revolver. They said 
they heard him speak of the need af his hav- 
ing something to protect himself when on 
dark nights he had to walk inthe dark from 
the street-car lines to his home in Foerstel- 
ville. They tried to open the door, butit was 
locked. Then urs. Lewis, all unstrung with 
excitement, gota step-ladderand placed it 
avainst the transom, and Miss Fannie 
climbed up and brushed aside the curtain and 
broke the glassand squeezed herself through 
the openinz aud let herself into the room. 
Unlocking the door she admitted ber mother. 
Ed was lying on the fioor on his back, his 
face upturnedand a ghastly wound on his 
right temple and a broadentng puddle of 
blood under his head. The ladies could not 
compose themselves to speak of the shock- 
ing sight. 

Mrs. Lewis rushed out to notify the police 
and the friends of the boy. She had some 
trouble in getting telephonic connection, but 
finally she struck a phone“ and got word 
to Mr. Foerstel’s brotheratthe Union Mar- 
ket. 

Mrs. Lewis was asked concerning Ed's 
habits and especially concerning his de- 
meanor during the recent newspaper discus- 
sion relative to the affairs in the office of 
the City Treasurer. She said that 
he never gave any sign, by 
word or otherwise, that the matter con- 
cerned him; in fact, he never alluded to it at 
all. His habits were very regular, so far as 
she could judge. He was at home every 
night at a seasonable hour. He hada nice 
warm room and seemed to like to spend his 
time there reading. 

Mrs. Lewis’ attention was called to the 
story thet Ed was seen at Mr. Harrison’s 
place at5or6o’clock this morning. She re- 
plied that she knew nothing of that; he 
might have left the house and 
have come back again without 
her knowing it, as she was a sound 
sleeper. She had not heard ofthe fireat the 
City Hall this morning; no one came to tell 
of it, forif they had she would have known 
it. as she or her daughter would have had to 
let the person in, 

Both ladies engaged in the conversation in- 
discriminately, and neither was able to talk 
very coherentiy. Miss Lewis had her right 
hand bandaged, the result of injury sus- 
tained when she broke inthetransom. She 
Stated that it was somewhat unusual for Ed 
to be out very early in the morning, as he 
seldom arose before 8 o’clock. They both 
testified to what a good boy Eddie was and 
expressed the utmost sorrow at the grief the 
young man’s parents would feel. 

At about 10:20, Mr. IL. C. Bohle, the under- 
taker, came with an ambulance to remove 
the body, but he had scarcely entered the 
fatal chamber before it was apparent that 
Ed Foerstel had started upon a longer jour- 
ney than to the hospital. is pulse flickered 
a few moments longer and finally ceased, 
and at 10:25 he was unmistakably dead. 

The police then took possession et the body 
and the effects. On his person they founda 
wold watch, lady's size, a card case, a thea- 
ter book to the Grand Opera-house, a hand- 
ful of keys, aclgar, and a bunch of silver— 
dollars, halves, etc., aggregatin $4.90. 
These they carried to the Coroner’s office. 

After it was learned that the picture of the

further into the office. 

Fire Chief Lindsay made a dash into the 
office and judged that the fire had not Lot 
much beyond the closet. A stream was 
poured on that part of the room and the 
flames disappeared in an instant. 

TREASURER’S FOERSTEL APPEARS. 

All the doors of the office and the windows 
were thrown open and by7 o’clock the smoke 
had entirely disappeared. About this time 
Treasurer Foerstel appeared. He is an 
early riser. He lives a few 
hundred yards from his store at 
Foerstelville, and the first thing he does 
every morning isto gotothe store and look 
at things there. He had just got therethis 
morning when his son, Michael J. Foerstel, 
Jr.,a butcher at the Union Market, tele- 
phoned to him that the Treasurer’s office 
was onfire. The Treasurer rang up the Cen- 
tral Police Station and inquired about the 
fire. He got the answer that it was out. He 
was just starting to his house to get his 
buggy when the telephone rang again. It 
was Louts C. Bohle, the City Hall livery- 
man. 

‘*You had better come down here right 
off, Foerstel, he said. 

The treasurer got his buggy and came down 
town ata rapid gait. He found the corridors 
of the City Hall filled with a curious crowd, 
which was constantly increasing. As he en- 
tered the Eleventh street door he glanced 
up at the ceiling and saw a great hole in the 
floor of office. Water was 
drippin the floors above into 
the Water office and the 
passageway by it. Upstairs, in front of his 
office door, there was ancther hole in the 
floor where the firemen had torn up planks. 
Police Officer William Kennedy was on guard 
inside the Treasurer's office, by the burned 
closet. Hedidnot knowthe ‘Treasurer and 
barred the way. 

„I'm Foerstel, said the Treasurer. He 
did not seem to be agitated, and the officer 
wondered, but he let him in. The Treasurer 
walked around the office with his hands in 
the pockets of his big overcoat and 
looked at the hole in the floor and the 

apers lying scattered about so charred that 
hey fell apart as they were picked up. By 
the closet was a partition, and five feet from 
the closet, on the other side of this, was the 
vault in which was the safe. As the Treas- 
urer gianced at it he saw thatthe outer door 
ofthe vault was open. He walked around 
the partition and looked at the vault. 
The safe inside was locked. He 
tried it, but it did not open. 

For nearly an hour the Treasurer remained 
in there with the officer, walking 
about. Then Mr. Bohle entered, 
and following him came Cashier Fred- 
erick Spier and Second Assistant 
Treasurer John W. Dunn. The Treasurer 
looked at both as they came in and said 
simply: 

Good morning.“ 

He made no indqulries about the fire, and 
walked uneasily around the office, seeming 
to be waitin for ething. Presently 
Comptroller Jonn W. St nson came in, said 
a few words to him and took a seat. Then 
came Deputy Comptroller Fred Gabel: and 
after him Police Capt. Wm. Young, who had 
been at the fire before, and was returning to 
make an investigation. The Captain brought 
several sergeants with him. He and the 
x ressurye went to the vault together and 
ooked at it.

Bennett cast a quick glance around at those 
standing by the lreasurer and walked over 
in the corner by the vault. ‘the. Treas- 
urer followed him with slow steps. The 
bookKeeper put bis arm around the Treas 
urer’s neck and whispered a few words to 
him. The Treasurer turned away from him 
towards the other men, his face work 
ing convulsively; clasped his gloved 
hands together, and burst into tears, sob- 
bing out: 

On, it's true. My son has killed himself. 
Eddie is dead. 

William Freudenau and Mr. Bohle 
went to him sympathetically. The 
Second Assistant Treasurer began to put on 
his coat, — bag The Treasurer paced the 
office a minute, his handkerchief to his eyes, 
and then by a violent effort suppressed all 
emotion and went to the Comptroller. 

‘*When will you look into things here with 
me?’’ he sald. 

As soon as you are ready.“ replied the 
Comptroller. 

Just then Acting Mayor Cyrus P. Walbridge 
came in. He grasped the hand of the Treas- 
urer and said a word to him. Then the 
Treasurer, accompanied by Second Assistant 
Treasurer Dunn, left the office for 
the house where his son lay dead. 

As he passed out, he spoke toa reporter. 

Be easy on us, said he. lm havin 
bad luck.

TRIED TO BLACKMAIL HIM. 


His Attorney Tells What He Knows 
About an Attempt to Extort Mone. 

In the gossip this morning about the Foer- 
stel tragedy Mr..R.J. Delano’s name was 
mentioned as Ed Foerstel’s attorney for 
some months past and with whom he was 
understood to have beenin rather frequent 
consultation lately. Mr. Delano was 
seen by a Post-DISPATCH reporter.

No; unless Mr. Foerstel was 80 
constituted that worry and annoyance with- 
out the ability or opportunity to 
refute any slanders against him or the proper 
conduct of the Treasurer’s office might have 
driven him to this rash act. He called upon 
me ln the past three or four weeks almost 
dally to confer with me about an 
attempt which a certain party was 
making to obtain money from him. Hesaid 
that this person had demanded $10,000 as the 
price of his keeping his mouth 
shut concerning what he knew about 
the City Treasurer’s office. At no time 
in these interviews did Mr. Foerstel admit 
that there was anything wrong in his office. 
On the contrary he always declared him- 
self ready to stand any investigation, 
and his sole purpose in con- 
sulting with me was to devise some means 
of silencing his slanderers by a public prose- 
cution for blackmail. His desire was to get 
the person to be a little more specific 
in his charges, and to put his 
proposition in writing. My idea was to get a 
‘cinch’ on the man and then to fetch him up 
foranattempttoextort money. Mr. Foer- 
stel never succeeded in getting a written 
proposition, but in the course of the nego. 
tiations the fellow reduced his demand 
to $6,000. When it came to _ facing 
our demand for proof, he utterly falled to 
furnish any. Now this matter worried Ed 
terribly. One day he exclaimed, My God! 
Ican’t stand this much longer. This man 
going around talking about me and leaving 
—— no reparation, except perhaps to alll

WALBRIDGE INVESTIGATES. 


The Treasurer’s Accounts Examined— 
Capt. Young’s Sensational Statement. 


Acting Mayor Cyrus P. Walbridge was 
down-town at 9 o’clock, when some one tola 
ulm of the attempt to burn the City Hall and 
of the suiciuve of young Foerstel.

floor where the fire burned through 
had fallen into the office below. He ordered 
the Water Rates office to ciose for the day so 
that the papers which fell through could be 
gotten together and examined. He 
was told also that the Treas- 
urer’s vault had been found open. Considering 
the circumstances very suspicious, he sent 
word to Comptroiler Stevenson, City Auditor 
Brown and Fred Goble, chief clerk in the 
Comptroller’s office, to meet him in the 
Mayor’s private office. When they were 
assembled he aske how the finances 
of thecity stood. Mr. Goble informed him 
that an examination had been made last 
Tuesday andthat everything was found in 
good shape. The amount of money said to 
ve on hand atthat time was there and the 
books seemed to be correct. Mr. Goble ex. 
plained that the banks in which the city 
kept its reports made a report to the Comp- 
trollerevery morning and that unless some 
collections were made after 3 o’clock -atur- 
day evening there should not be more 
than $10,000 inthe City Treasurer’s vaults as 
he was allowed that amount of ready money 
tomeetthe city’s bills every day. Comp- 
troller Stevenson and Auditor Brown 
said they had no reason sus- 
pect the accounts were 
the incident of this morning might be con- 
sidered areason. Acting Mayor Walbridge 
told the gentlemen to credit the cash, see the 
banks, instruct them to pay out no money on 
checks which seemed in the least question- 
able and to report to 1im as 
soon as they nad finished. The 
three officers reported and were soon locked 
up the Treasurer’s office, where no one was 
admitted up to noon. 

Mayor Walbridge then sent for Chief Har- 
rigan, Chief Lindsay and Capt. William 
Young to learn what they knew of the 
fire, and ofthe facts surrounding it. In a 
few minutes the three officers arrived. Chief 
Harrigan said he could throw no further 
light on the situation, but that Capt. Young 
might. While waiting for Capt. Young Chief 
Lindsay said he arrived at the building 
shortly after 6 o’clock this morning and

found the firemen struggling with the flames. 
He ordered a second alarm and remained un- 
til the fre was extinguished.

From the time Acting Mayor Walbridge sent 
the Comptroller, the Auditor and hief Clerk 
Fred Gabel into the Treasurer’s office at 9:30 
o’clock this morning to investigate the cash 
balances and receipts, until noon, they 
locked the door and refused to admit anyone. 
At 1030 o’clock Treasurer Foerstel 
knocked and was allowed to enter dy 
two policemen who were stationed At the 
door. At once Auditor Brown said: 

**T here will be no result until we finish, and 
that will be some timeto morrow forenoon,’’ 
he sald. ‘‘Were we only making an exam- 
ination such as we usually make we would 
only be afew hours, but we are now com- 
paring the Treasurer’s books, receipts and 
his cash on hand with our own ac- 
counts and with the accounts of the 
banks tosee if there is any discrepancy. I 
hardly think there is as each day the ac- 
counts are audited. All the city offices where 
revenue is collected make a daily report to 
the Treasurer and pay the receipts to 
him, for which they get a receipt. 
All money er out must only be paid out 
after the biil is passed through the Auditor’s 
hands. ‘The Treasurer makes his deposits in 
the city banks and they reported the amounts 
deposited and the balance on hand tothe 
Comptroller. All these accounts must 
agree. Now these were gone over hastily on 
saturday, andifthere is any discrepancy it 
must have been made since Saturday. The 
Treasurer is allowed $10,000 cash on 
hand, but he may have taken in that 
much more after banking hours. When 
we finish with this examination we will 
know positively what the condition of the 
city’s finances are, and, as I say, we will not 
finish until to-morrow forenoon.’’ 

A POS8T-DISPATCH reporter was admitted to 
the Treasurer's office shortly after noon to- 
day, and found Mr. Michael Foerstel going 
over the coupons of bonds, and faithrully 
aiding Mr. Gabel in geting at the re- 
sources on hand, He controlled his feelings 
though the strain on his nerves must have 
been great; considering that his son had dled 
by his own hand only a few hours before and 
that his office was under sus- 
picion he showed remarkable self- 
possession. He was asked if he would 
make a statement for publication and re- 
plied: ‘‘Not now. Not now. I could say 
nothing definite now. It is all confusion. 
Everything ts upset and I hardly think I will 
be able to make a statement before to- 
morrow morning. 

JANITOR M’MAHON’S STATEMENT. 

Patrick McMahon, the chief janitor of the 
City Hall, when asked whether it would be 
possible for any one to enter the Treasurer’s 
Office at night without the knowledge of the 
night watchman, replied: *‘*Certainly it 
would; the night watcnman of course makes 
regular tours of the building, and reports 
every three hours, but the building is a large 
one, and his headquarters are in the office 
of the Commissioner of Supplies on the lower 
floor. Any one with a Key to the Treasurer’s 
office could easily slipinand out without being 
observed. Whenlreachedthe building this 
morning the firemen had just arrived. Smoke 
was oozing through the cracks between the 
planks n the hall floor. and it 
was impossible toat once determine where 
the fire was located. Three or four doors had 
to be broken down before the true situation 
was ascertained.“ 

Willlam Quirk, the night watchman of the 
building, was sent for by Mr. Walbridge, as 
it was he who discovered the fre and turned 
in the alarm. He was found in the cofridors 
and brought into the Mayor's. office. In 
answer to Mr. £Walbridge’s questions 
he said: ey generally turn in 
my last callatéo’clock and this morning I 
began at the Recorder of Voters’ office. From 
there I went to the Water Rates office and 
then up-stairs. While walking inthe hall 
near the Treasurer’s office [ saw a thin cloud 
of smoke, but no flre. I did not want to take 
any chances of putting the fire out, so 
1 ran to Eleventh and Chestnut and 
turned on an alarm. 1 waited 
for the fire department anid ied the 
run upstairs. They broke into the Auditor’s 
office, but saw no smoke or fire. Next they 
broke into the Treasurer’s office and found it 
full of smoke, dut no flames. We then broke 
into the Council Chamber, but saw no flames. 
The men rushed down to the Water Rates 
office below and, taking a ladder, 
they began with axes on the ceiling, 
There they found the flames eating their way 
from the floor above, and at the same time 
some firemen found the fire on the floor 
above. Nothing but the lathes and plaster 
held the papers, and they tumbled down as 
soon as they were chopped away. The

If his accounts with the city were 
all correct {that was all the public were in 
terested in and the books of his office were 
open to tinvestigation by the Grand-jury at 
anytime. Mr. Foerstel admitted having in- 
dorsed and paid notes for Yow and said he 
had recently paid for him a note for $6,600 
held by John H. Vette. He had to pay the 
note as Yow failed to do so. Mr. Foerstel 
said he had no collateral or security from 
Tow, but had known him for twenty years, 
andthought him good. He had a deea to 
some property in Arkansas, which he got 
from Yow as collateral on one indorsement 
he had made previously for him. Although 
Mr. Foerstel claimed his indorsement had 
been forged he said he would make no effort 
to unearth the forger or to prosecute him, 
but would merely defend the civilsult. John 
H. Vette, the money lender, admitted loaning 
Yow money frequently on Foerstel’s indorse- 
ment, but said the notes were always paid. 
It was also learned that Vette had refused 
Eddie Foerste! a loan of $10,000. 

J. Brooks Johnson, another money lender, 
admitted having bad financial dealings with 
Mr. Foerstel, but said the Treasurer owed 
him nothing. 

W. T. Yow, who was formerly manager of 
Mr. Foerstel’s business interests at Foerstel- 
ville, told a very long story of his financial 
connection with Treasurer Foerstel. He said 
he had been getting notes discounted for two 
years. They frequently ran as high as $5,000 
each and sometimes he got $15,000 or $20,000 In 
a week for Foerstel. He got the money from 
Johnson, Vette and Barton, and generally 
turnéd inthe greater part of it to the City 
Hall. The four notes held by Barton 
were obtained like the rest. He 
had no idea that there would be 
any trouble about them till Barton tele- 
—— tor him to return to St. Louis from 

tichmond, Va., where he was. At the same 

time he got atelegram from Treasurer 
Foerstel, telling him there was no necessity 
for him to return. 

Nevertheless, he came back, but he dld not 
get to see the Treasurer. 

Yow spoke as if he were indignant, yet he 
declared that he was unwilling to annoy the 
Treasurer, and said he would have not ing 
more to say about the matter, if Mr. Foer- 
Stel paid the notes the following Monday or 
Tuesday, as he had heard he intended to do. 

Yow said he still owed Foerstel some of 
the $6,600 the latter had paid for him on one 
ofhis notes, but did not Know the exact 
amount.

A Sketch of ths Young First Assistant 
City Treasurer. 


First Assistant City Treasurer Edward 
Foerstel was 27 years old. He was 
rathér small and dark and wore 
a tiny black mustache. He was 
alert and suave in manner and 
was very popular among other City Hall 
employes. He was born in St. Louis and was 
in the business of a butcher with his father 
when a boy, but he didn’t like that, and 


when Mr. Foerstel began to invest in real 
estate and opened a store, he gave Edward 
charwe of that. The young mau showed 
business aptitude and his father 
had so much confidence in his 
shrewdnessfthat he gave up the manage- 
ment of his affairs almost entirely into the 
young man’s hands. When Mr. Foerstel 
was elected City Treasurer he made 
Edward the First Assistant Treasurer, 
and the son had as much to do with the of- 
fice as the father. About two years ago the 
oung man began to dabbie in 
and speculation himself, and was 
said among real estate men to be making 
money fast. He became fashionable in 
dress,left his father’s house to livein the cen- 
terofthe city, spent money freely and be- 
came known as a good fellow around town, 
When Cleveland was elected, young Foerstel 
lost a supper to a friend wa bet on Harri- 
son. He paid the bet like a man who cared 
nothing for money, inviting thirty or forty 
of his acquaintances to an expensive sup- 
per at Frank Nagel’s restaurant. When 
Ireasurer Foerstel was sued by a money- 
lender on notes which the Treasurer claimed 
were forged, and it became known 
that he was borrowing money at 
usurious rates of interest, is 
son was shown to be the manager of all their 
financial matters. It was he who dealt per- 
sonally with the money lenders, and it was 
he who was suspected of receiving a com- 
mission from them on loans made to extrav- 
agant and needy city clerks. 

The generally received theory among his 
friends is that he felt himseif on the verge of 
a financial collapse and adopted a desperate 
means to retrieve himself.

DUELIST DE MORES WOUNDED, 


RESOLD OF AN ENCOUNTER WITH AN UNKNOWN 
ANTAGONIST. 

PARIS, Dec. 19.— The Journal La Press states 
that the Marquis de Mores is confined to his 
bed in a hotel at Brussels with a severe 
wound in the right shoulder, received ina 
due! with a leading Parisian. The duel grew 
out ofa violent discussion on anti-semitism. 
The encounter took place several days ago, 
but was kept a profound secret. No mention 
is made of the name of De Mores’ antagonist. 
De Mores is a Jew-baiter, and bas had several 
duels growing out of his denunciation of that 
race. On June 23 last he met Capt. Mayer 
of the French army with swords, and the 
latter fell mortally wounded. De Mores had 
declared that no Hebrews should be per- 
mitted to hold commissions in the army. 
This declaration brought a challenge from 
Mayer. On the isth of March De Mores 
fought and wounded M. Isaacs, Prefect of 
Tourmies. This deed was caused by the Mar- 
quis’ criticism of the Prefect’s action in set- 
tlingthelaborriots at that place, Isaacs 
is a Hebrew. | 

Coupled with his hatred of the Jews, De 
Mores bas also made himself notorious by 
his espousal of the cause of the Anarchists in 
Paris. The fighting Marquis is weil known 
in the United States through his abortive at- 
tempt to plant a packing enterprise on the 
Northern Pacific Railway, at a place he 
named Medora, with which he proposed to 
supply all France with fresh beef. 

His wife is an American, the daughter of 
Banker L. A. Von Hoffman of New York,

EVIDENCE SUPPORTING CANADA’S BEHRING SEA 
CONTENTION, 

OTTAWA, Ontario, Dec. 19.—Maj. Sherwood, 
Commissioner of the Dominion police, has 
returned from the Pacific coast after an 
absence from Ottawa of about two months. 
During that time he has been collecting 
evidence confirmatory of the position 
which Canada has taken in the Behr- 
ing Sea controversy, About three weeks 
ago the dlspatches announced that 
Maj. Sherwood had been among the Indians 
of Queen Charlotte Islands, from whom, it 18 
said, officers of the United States Navy had 
obtained evidetice favorable to the American 
case by the exercise of unfair means of per- 
suasion. Itissaidthat important evidence 
bearing upon this disagreeable phase of the 
difficulty has been obtained by the Commis- 
sioner, About a month ago Sherwood left 
Victoria for fan Francisco, and there 
prosecuted his mission with such secrecy that 
it was not until the day following his de- 
parture that any intimationof his business 
was made public. San Franetsco is the head 
quarters of the United states sealing fleet 
and in the furtherance of his inquiries within 
the precincts of the Golden Gate, Maj. Sher- 
wood obtained, it is said, a number of affida- 
vits trom American Sealing captains corrobo- 
rating Canada’s contention.

Midnight Housebreakers Shoot a Chicago 
Man—Big Haul Made by Burglars in an 
Bnglish Baronial Mansion—Tax Col- 
leptor Shot and Robbed in Alabama 
Crime News. 


OINcInwaTi, O., Dec. 19.—In a fight which 
took place between a gang of laborers at Hog 
Run, near Walton, Ky., on the Louisville & 
Nashville Railroad, Saturday morning, two 
men were killed andtwo more are dying of 
their injuries. The trouble originated with 
four colored men—William Jackson, William 
Grimes, Dudley Warner and an unknowa, 
who answered tothe nickname of ‘‘Grimy.’’ 
Several Gays ago a pay car passed the place 

and all of them were paid their wages. They 
celebrated the event dy getting on a spree 
which, lasting for three days, culminated in 
the tragedy, 

On Friday night, ‘‘Grimy,’’ who was a 
comparative stranger, accused Jackson of 
having stolen some money from him. Jack- 
son denied the charge and called ‘‘Grimy’’ a 
thief. The two men began to fight, and 
Grawing a razor, Jackson cut ‘‘Grimy’’ 
across the face. The other two men took a 
hand, and for an hour clubs, knives 
and stones were used. The noise 
of the conflict attracted other labor- 
ers who joined in the battle. Dis- 
tress signals were sent to Zion Station, but 
no one in that village cared to undertake the 
quelling of the murderous mob, which con- 
tinued to riot untileariy morning. Then an 
ominous silence took the place of oaths, yells 
and blows. 

Early Saturday morning a posse of work- 
men at the tunnel started in the direction of 
the creek, where the mob had last been 
heard. After a tramp of nearly a mile 
toward the south they came upon a spectacle 
that chilled the blood in their veins. Lying 


inaravine were the bodies of four men. 
Jackson was dead. Warner died a few min- 
utes after being found. The othertwo men 
are being cared for, but they arecut to 
pieces, and their lives are despaired of. The 
quadruple tragedy is the climax of a series of 
crimes in that section of the country, which 
is about thirty miles from this city. There is 
intense excitement about the scene of the 
murders.. 


RICH HAUL BY BURGLARS. 

Lorpon, Dec. 19.—Burglars have made a 
rich haul of jewels from Leighcourt, near 
Bristol, the seat of Sir Cecil Miles, Baronet. 


Lady Miles had left jewels to the value of 
£35,000 ina safe in her bedroom unlocked.

They 
took only the jewels, and did no 
burden themselves with silver articles and 
valuable papers of which there were a quan- 
tity inthe apartment and some in the safe. 
When Lady Miles went back to her room after 
dinner she sawthe safe wide open and ar- 
ticles scattered in confusion about the room. 
It is believed that there must have been some 
collusion in regard tothe robbery, as it was 
not commonly known that Lady Miles kept 
such a quantity of valuables in ber safe.

He drew his revolver and asked 
the men what they wanted.

Waterworks and Electric Lights for the 
University City. 

Cortw unt, Mo., Dec. 19.—The town of Col- 
umbia Saturday considered the proposition 
for increase of debt tosupply the town with 
electric lights and waterworks, and it was 
carried by a vote of 600 to 15.

ONE FIRMER GROUND. 


Fears forthe Integrity of the French Re- 
public Quieted. 


PARIS, Dec. 19.—President Carnot has in- 
formed the Czarthat he will remain at his 
post under any circumstances to save France 
from internal disturbances, This decision 
will encourage the prosecution to carry the 
inquiry to its fullest limits. Had Carnot laid 
down office at this critical juncture it would 
have been a tacit admission that he was in 
volved in the Panama affair. Republicans of 
every shade ofopinion have taken heart at 
the President’s stand and the fear for the in- 
tegrity of the Republic is correspondingly 
dis pelled. 

Nothing has been charged against either 
Deputy Soubeyran or Deputy Cassagnac, who 
have been mentioned as implicated in the 
Panama scandal. Charles de Lesseps’ diary, 
says a correspondent, is a faithful and hon- 
est record of his dally transactions and of his 
hopes and fears for the enterprise. Even 
after he himself had lost faith in the under- 
taking he worked on in deference to his be- 
lief in his father’s genius. The diary also 
contains reference to the means employed by 
the great railways in 1890 to have their 
monopolies renewed. In this, as in several 
other scandals, the diary says the 
Royalist votes were on the side of 
corruption and helped it decisively to 
its ends.

M. Herz says he instructed 
the Rothschilds of Frankfort to place the 
amounts of these checks to his credit with 
the Rothschilds of Paris. Afterward he used 
the total sum called for by the checks in 
his private affairs, 

The £cho adds that in 1889 M. Herz applied 
to the United States Legation for a passport. 
His papers were irregular and Mr. McLane, 
the then American Minister, hesitated to 
issue a passport to him. When he found that 
there was some question about the Legation’s 
right to lssue the passport he had asked for 
M. Herz made lavish donations to the Amer- 
ican charities in Paris,meantime asking that 
the passport be issued, He succeeded finally 
in obtaining the desired document which 
was issued to him by the authorities at Wash- 
ington to whom the case was referred by the 
Legation. Since that time M. Herz has not 
visited the Legation and has not been seen in 
American society.

STREET RAILROAD FRANCHISES. 


The Post-DrsPatcH has always favored 
a liberal policy in dealing with street rail- 
way enterprises—a policy that would pro- 
vide ample quick-transit facilities for 
every section of the city and its rapidly 
growing suburbs. 

But our idea of a liberal policy does not 
imply the surrender of all our streets to 
the purposes of franchise speculators, nor 
the control of our city government by 
street railway combines. There is some- 
thing to be considered besides the inter- 
ests of promoters, franchise speculators 
and citizens so eager for new facilities that 
they would sacrifice the public interest to 
get them. In looking out forthe greatest 
good of the greatest number, most men 
are apt to regard number one as the great- 
est of all numbers. 

Every street railway franchise that is 
not sold publicly for the benefit of 
the city, is most probably sold 
privately for the benefit of a ring of 
boodlers, and the Post-DIsPATCH does not 
advocate the granting of any new“ fran- 
chise unless its sale tothe highest bidder 
is provided forand unless the ordinance 
also provides carefully that the in- 
creased value of the franchise from 
the growth of the city shall be secured to 
the city in the shape of increasing per- 
centages of the gross earnings. It is 
simply an outrage upon the pubiic to grant 
any new franchise or to enlarge an old one 
without inserting such provisions. 

The city now gets 55,000 semi-annually 
from the Citizens’ line, $2,500 annually 
from the St. Louis line, $1,090 a year from 
the Lindell, $2,500 semi-annually from the 
People’s, 3 per cent of gross earnings from 
the Northern Central, $1,000 a year from 
the Missouri and nothing from the Uni 
Depot, the Vandeventer, the Southern, 
the Jefferson Avenue or the Bellefontaine. 
The lump annual payments which some of 
these roads are to pay in the future are ar- 
bitrarily fixed without reference to the 
present or future value of the franchise, 
and bear no relation whatever to their 
earning Capacity. 

This is all wrong and the way to correct 
it is now and hereafter to adhere rigidly 
to the New York method of disposing of 
franchises at public sale, subject to a 


graduated tax of the gross earnings.

THE MONETARY CONFERENCE. 


There is good ground for the philo- 
sophical view of the American delegates 
that although no definite results have been 
reached the monetary conference has 
done good and has created influences 
which will lead to beneficial action in the 
future. The agitation of any public ques- 
tion is good and the free discussion of and 
interchange of ideas on the money prob- 
lem by leading representatives cannot fail 
to be valuable as educational factors. 

It is hardly probable that the work of 
the conference, no matter how long it 
may be continued, or that its educational 
results will lead to a general interna- 
tional agreement within areasonable time. 
Too many conflicting interests are involved 
in the controversy and the standpoints of 
the controlling forces in different nations 
are too far apart to expect this. Substan- 
tial good, however, may flow to the indi- 
vidual nations from the educational influ- 
ence of the conference. Its value to the 
people of the United States, where popular 
enlightenment is an effectual element 
in the determination of public conferences 
may thus be great. The conference reveals 
the forces aligned on the opposing sides 
of the money question. The money 
changers and the men who profit at the 
cost of the masses by the manipulation of 
the money market are compelled to show 
their hands. The people are enabled to 
discover the danger and _ injustice 
to them in the legislation which 
restricte the currency and fixes the 
money standard to a limited and highly 
appreciated metal. As Senator Jones inti- 
mates, the people must recognize through 
the discussion of the subject that the 
bankers of Lombard and Wall street con- 
trol the money policy and that those bank- 
ers are against their interests. 

There is ground for hope, therefore, that 
the conference will enlighten the people

The following strong words on immigra- 
tion frém Mr. Frank K. Foster, editor of 
~ Boston Labor Leader, hitthe nail on the 

ead: 


I am not in favor ot the principle of the 
restricting of immigration to debar those 
who seek citizenship here of their own Voll- 
tion. It is neither statesmanship nor moral- 
ity. To measure a man’s claim to land 
upon our shores by the size of nis pocket- 
book is to confess that property, not men, 
is the chief concern of the republic. If 
the right of entry tsa proper subject for 
taxation so ig the right of franchise. 
I believe in free immigration of free immi- 
grants. The stately arches of our country 
ha ve room for all who seek to better their 
condition. A nation of monopolists is a 
worthy sponsor of Frickism. As to imported 
and pauper labor that is another question, 
The able-bodied wage earner, inspired by 
the desire of betterment, striving with en- 
ergy to win his pottage, has every claim to 
the opportunities that America presents. 

The pretense that there is not room 


enough in this country for all the self- 
Supporting immigrants who are likely to 
come is too absurd for calm consideration. 
The best scientific authority declares that 
within the territory of the United States 
1.000, 000, 000 inhabitants can be supported 
in comfort. Until this limit is in sight 
the burden of the argument is on those 
who claim that we are overcrowded al- 
ready. 

But Mr. Foster’s observation touching 
the chief concern of the Republic is par- 
ticularly apt. We have got into the habit 
of rating property higher than men, until 
property interests and their conservation 
invariably engross most of the attention of 
the Legislature and men are forgot- 
ten. The immigrant who has a sum 
of money with him has not, because of 
that fact, a better right to become a resi- 
deat of this country. His wealth does not 
concern us. The only question to be con- 
sidered is, is he a'good man, strong and able 
to make a living? Probably the less money 
he has the better, because if he has none 
he will work the harder for a living, and 
thus be more useful than a well-to-do im- 
migrant who has not the same incentive 
to industry.

EDITORIALLY the Republic proposed to 
the Post-DISPATCH to issue smaller and, of 
course, less expensive Sunday papers.

The Auditorium is crowded 
as a result with an audience which in point 
of numbers and appreciation outrivals the 
concert of the succeeding night. We are too 
prone to underrate popular taste. Give it 
the opportunity and it will rise tothe level of 
the occasion. It can be easily weaned from 
the bad and educated tothe good in music, 
provided the good be only put within its 
reach, 

Wehave an abundance of material and 
ample ability tosupply thedesideratum. No 
man inthe country is more capable of lead- 
ing a great orchestra than the present con- 
ductor of our Symphony and Choral Society.

A Lawyers Comp'aint. 


To the Editor of the Post- Dispatch: 
The columns of your paper have been ysed 
so frequently to correct abuses or change I- 


advisea rules that 1 hope you will print the 
folowing and thus call attention toa great 
inconvenience to which a certain class of 
professional gentiemen are put: 

We refer tothe method of calling cases for 
trialin the Courtof Criminal Correction. As 
is the practice now, the clerk complies his 
docket in regular order, vigz.: 1, 2, 3, etc., 
and the Judge calls the trials in this rota- 
tion. Now, it often chances that there are 
sometimes thirty and forty cases to be called, 
some of which, from one cause or another, 
will be continued, but this fact cannot al- 
ways be ascertained until the case is called 
fortrial. This latter fact compels attorneys 
who have offices in the central part of the 
city to uselessly remain away from their 
place of business for a full half day, when, 
if some other plan were adopted, their case 
could be disposed of in the first hour of court, 
if the same was to be continued or otherwise 
delayed. 

Why cannot Judge Claiborne adopt the 
practice of the Circult and Criminal Courts of 
having two callings of his dockets—the ‘rst 
one for ‘‘announcements,’’ motions, pleas, 
etc., and the second for trials? This method, 
if adopted, wouldthin out the docket con- 
siderably, and would allowall attorneys who 
appear in only one case to save mucn time. 
Some time since Judge Claiborne appointed

THE FIRST SHOCK FATAL IN TWO 
SECONDS. 


All Arrangements Perfeot— The Prisoner 
Confested His Crime and Was Ready 
to Die—Bleventh Murderer Who Has 
Oceupied the Fatal Seat—Story of Mrs. 
Gregory’s Murder. 


SING SING, N. Y., Dec. 19.—The day of death 
for murderer Fred McGuire dawned with 
cloudy skies. The doomed man slept well 
last night and this morning evidenced no sign 
of breaking down. He ate a light breakfast, 
conversed with the Rev. D. L. Conkling and 
Chaplain Edgerton of the prison, and as the 
time approached for the stmmons 
to take his place in the death 
chair he seemed to be fully resigned to the 
fate which awaited him. He has confessed 
his guilt ofthe crime for which he was con- 
victed. He assumed full responsibility for 
the murder of Mrs. Gregory and went to his 
doom a penitent man. 

All the preparations were completed early 
this morning and atl0o’clock the witnesses 
had all assembled, At 11:07, the witnesses 
were summoned to the Warden’s depart- 
ment. At 11:17 they all entered the death 
chamber. Electrician Davis and four guards

were already there, Electrician Davis 
was in his shirt sleeves, preparing the 
electrical apparatus forthe test. He tested 
the current first by volt-meter, then by 200 
incandescent lights on the switch board. He 
then tested a row of 230 lights which rested 
on the electric chair. The register showed 
1,800 volts. 

At 1 o’clock the warden requested every 
one present to keep quiet and remain in their 
seats. Ati:10, the warden’s aid, Connaugh- 
ton wentintothe cell where McGuire was 
confined, 
by Cotta, who was executed some time ago. 
Here a haif-minute later the warden, Con- 
naushton and McGuire, the latter between 
Chaplain Edgerton and Rev. Mr. Conkling, 
entered the death chamber. 

McGuire called out: Good morning. How 
do you feel? Have you got everything ready 
for me?’’ 

Dr. Irvine told him that everything was in 
working order. 

McGuire replied: ‘‘I hope everything will 
will go off without a hitch and that I will die 
quickly. Iam not afraid to die.?’ 

McGuire walkel steadily between the two 
ministers, holding to their arms. He ap- 
peared calm and stolid. Me stepped quickly 
tothe chair, sitting down as calmly as he 
would have done in any ordinary chair. He 
rested his head backon therubber cushion 
and placed his arms upon the arms 
of the chair and clasped his hands 
tightly. As McGuire sat down two ministers 
began the burial services. The electrodes 
were applied at his head and one-half.of his 
right leg. One leg of his trousers was slit in 
order to apply the electrodes to his flesh. 

After de had been fastened in the chair Dr. 
Abbott and Prison Surgeon Irvine examined 
the bindings and stepping back Dr. Abbott 
gave the signal for electrodes. It was then 
1 minute and 50 seconds after 11 o’clock. 

The first shock lasted fifty seconds. It was 
turned on again, but only lasted a few sec- 
onds, Only two shocks were tested. McGuire 
was killed by the first shock. 
said McGuire was killed in two seconds. The 
second current was only turned on as a pre- 
cautionary measure. 


Warden Brown. 
At 11:14 McGuire was declared dead by Dr, 
Abbott. 
There was no discoloration of the flesh. 
When the first current was turned on Me- 


Gulre's body swelledand tugged against the 
straps and a gurgling sound was heard for a 
second, which was caused dy expuision of 
air from the lungs. 

McGulre’s execution was declared the most 
successful one ever in Sing Sing Prison. The 
smell of burned flesh that has heretofore 
characterized these executions was not no- 
ticeaule. 

McGuire’s dead body was removed to the 
dissecting room, where Drs. Irvine and Ab- 
bott will perform the autopsy. In obedience 
to the wish of wcGuire’s mother, she will be 
permitted to bury the body. She will 
take the body to  Ridgebury 
about seventy miles from t 
where McGuire committed e. 
McGuire will be buried there in the village 
cemetery. 

There are at present eleven murderers in 
the various State prisons awaiting death. 
McGuire was the eleventh man who has sat 
in the electrical chair. 

Fred McGuire was a farm hand engaged 
during the summer of 1891 by Noah Gregory, 
whose farm was a mile and a half from Mid- 
dletown, N. I. On the afternoon of Oct. 14, 
1801, while Mr. Gregory and all of nis men ex: 
cept McGuire were at work in the celery field, 
Mrs. Gregory was found dy her son, Arthur 
lying in a pool of bloed in the sitting room of 
the house, The boy gave the alarm and Mr. 
Gregory and his men ran to the house, where 
an awful sight Met their gate. Tne floor was 
soaked with mood and the furniture and 
walls were spattered with it. Two bullet

A bloody footprint on the front doorstep 
furnished a clue, which, followed with antir- 
ing diligence, developed others until finally 
McGuire, surrounded by a network of evi-

PERILS OF AN 
STRICKEN REGIONS. 


A Journey of 1,600 Miles in Carts Over 
the Piains of the Yellow River Coun- 
try—-Sad Scenes Among the Starving 
Natives—Adventurous Americans. 


New Ton, Dec. 19.—A man who looks like 
one who has acquired Affiuence at the ex- 
pense of hardships and privation, has 
attracted the attention of the 
guests at Enrie’s Hotel for some 
Gays.

Four years ago Wise), a practical miner, of 
Salt Lake City, Utah, and at the head ofa 
party of four mining engineers, set out for 
Chinese Tartary to develop and operate some 
sliver and lead ore mines for the Chinese 
Government. These mines are 150 miles 
north of the ancient city of Jehel and forty 
miles north of the great wall of China. 

The expedition was made under the 
authority and protection of Li lung 
Ohang. Viceroy of the Province of Chiji, and 
the expenses were paid by the Chinese Gov- 
ernment. 

Despite all the protection the Chinese Gov- 
ernment was able to throw around the 
party the expedition was accompanied 
by great danger.

CANDY 
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VANDERBILT’S PALACE. 


A House in New York Which lis to Cost 
About $2,000,000. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 19.—Cornelius Vanderbilt 
is going to have what his friends assert will 
be the finest private residence in New York 
and before itis completed itis believed that 
the building with the grounds about it will 
cost Mr. Vanderbilt $2,000,000 if not more. 
Just at present Mr. Vanderbilt’s house at the 
northwest corner of Fifth avenue and Fifty- 


seventh streetisina State of demolition and 
the magnificent stone residences for a block 
north of it are being swept away. 
Mr. ‘Vanderbiit’s house was already 
one of the finest and largest in 
this country when he came tothe conclusion 
that it was too small. Mr. Vanderbilt’s 
family is nota large one and what they will 
do with their nes house, when they get it, is 
uzziing a good many people. It is said that 
twas during a tripabroad Mr. Vanderbilt 
became convinced that he ought to build. 
He saw some of the famous mansions of Paris, 
with driveways and gardens in the heart of 
the city, and in the British metropolis 
noted the magnificence with 
many of the nobility had 
ample structures rewardless 
of the price ofland. Here was splendor be- 
fitting the rank of a grandee. Hitherto 
nobody but A. T. Stewart had attempted to 
erecta palace in New York and when Mr. 
Stewart moved into it he felt more or less 
lost. That, however, may have been because 
ofthe absence of children inthe family and 
Mr. Vanderblit has children who can make a 
big structure ring with merry laughter. 
lc is also believed that the fear of en- 
croachment dy commercial houses was 
or less operative in leading 
Vanderbilt to buy all the land 
in his neighborhood. Already ‘trade’ 
had creptup Fifth avenue and was appear- 
Ing in the neighborhood of the Vanderbilt 
houses. No one doubts that the time will 
come when shops of one kind and another 
will spread along the thoroughfare from 
Fourteenth street to Central Park, and Mr, 
Vanderbilt believes that his house is situated 
on the choicest part of the avenue. He 
therefore made it a pointto buy the whole 
block on Fifth avenue, from 
Fifty-seventh to Fifty-eighth street. 
Some of the property-owners learning of this 
design ran up the price to exorbitant fivures 
and got Mr. Vanderbilt into a corner. There 
was no way out of it, and he had in one in- 
stance to pay nearly fourtimesthe value of 
the land. It was pretended that the family 
in possession did not want to move out, and 
were indifferent as to whether Mr. Vander- 
bilt bought or not. Mr. Vanderbilt bought 
six Jarge mansions north of his house. These 
are Nos. 446 to 436 inclusive. The four latter 
were purchased from Mr. and Mrs. J. Weeks 
Cornwell. ‘Then ur. Vanderbilt began 
to consider the plans for his new structure. 
Anessential feature of the new plan is ex- 
tensive gardens. These will intervene be- 
tween the street and the house. But the pub- 
lic will be excluded by an iron fence of great 
rigidity and at least twelve feet high, with 
sharp points ontop. A driveway is to be an- 
other feature of the rearrangement. This 
will permit carriages to deposit their occu- 
pants inside the grounds. The ball room is 
to be one of the features of the building | 
and it is said that it Will de 
the largest private ball room in New York. 
The process of tearing down the houses is 
now under way, and with its fanned walks, 
piles of brick and tough scaffolding, the cor- 
ner is now the most hideous on Fifth avenue. 
Of course, the Vanderbilt family is not living 
inthe house while this work is going on 
Through the bay-window looking out on 
Fifty-seventh street desks, paint-pots and 
other paraphernalia may be seen, showing 
thatthe drawing-room, which was finished 
only afew years ago and was so luxuriously 
furnished, is now the resort of briek- 
layers, hod-carriers and their assistant. 
A large portion of the house is being torn 
down, Hundreds of thousands of dollars 
worth of work hardly old enough to be time. 
stained has been demolished, and the entire 
structure is being remodeled. Practically 
only a @orner of the present building wii 
forma partofthe Vanderbilt house of the 
future. Unlike the ancestral town houses of 
the European nobility, which rose stone by 
stone and often too two or three generations 
to complete, the Vanderbilt house will 
be finished in a year or two. 
George B. Post 18 the architect 
ot the new buildings. According to the plans 
he has filed with the Building Bureau, the 
hew structure contemplates an addition of 
78 feet 6% Inches Dy 180 feet 7 inches, It will 
be four stories in height, with an attic. 
Nearly all of the interior and rear walls of 
the present structure are to be remodeled 
and there will be an art gallery much larger 
than the present one. The house will be re- 
furnished from topto bottom and this will 
cost a fortune in itself. The house, by rea- 
son of its gardens, will be one of the most 
conspicuous in New Tork. The only other 
house here at all resembling it will be that of 
Mr. Havemeyer, on the cornerof Thirty- 
eighth and Madison avenue. That has a 
splendid iron fence, strong enough to resist 
an army, but the Vanderbilt fence, it is 
thought, will eclipse it.

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A PECULIAR ACCIDENT. 


A Man Lived Sixteen Years With a Hole 
Through His Head. 

RUTLAND, Vt., Dec. 19.—The recently re- 
ported narrative of a man whodied ina New- 
ark (N. J.) hospital with a Knife blade pro- 
truding into his brain since his boyhood (his 
death having been produced from entirely 
different causes), calls attention toa re- 
markable occurrence in Vermont. In the 
New Jersey case an autopsy revealed that 
the blade of the knife extended nearly one 
inch beyond the oatside of the Drain, while 
its broken extremity wason a line with the 


interlor surface of the cranium 
A still more remarkable accident of a some- 


what similar nature occurred more than forty 
years ago,and ts well authenticated, Phineas 
C. Gage, the victim, was in one way the most 
remarkable man who ever lived, so far as 18 
known, the New Jersey case being the near- 
est toa parallelon record, Itis certain that 
Mr. Gage was the only man who ever hada 
tamping bar shot through his brain and who 
recovered. 

ihe circumstances weresuchthat the at- 
tention of physicians and surgeons of both 
continents was attracted. not oply while the 
man suffering from the effects of the wound, 
but after he recovered. Surgeons refused to 
believe the assertions of the attending physi- 
clans, and required attested statements 
from prominent clergymen, lawyers and 
others who actually sawthe case Defore they 
would accept the statments made. 

The accident which made Mr. Gage famous 
occurred at Cavendish, Vt., Sept. 18, 1848, 
while blasting was going on ina cut in the 
rocks through which the Rutland division of 
the Central Vermont Rallroad now passes. 
Phineas Gage, aged 25 years, was fore- 
man of a gang of men who were em- 
ployed in blasting. Gage had never had 
a day’s illness from childhood and as. 
as far as could be determined, perfectly 
healthy. At the time of the accident he was 
charging a drill hole for blasting and sat 
upon a shelf of a rock just above, but a little 
to the right of the hole as he facedit. The 
powder and fuse were in position and he was 
inthe act of tamping it in. He turned his 
head for an instant to look at his man at 
work behind him. His iron struck fire on the 
edge of the hole, an explosion followed and 
the tampine bar, 3f eet 7 inches long, one- 
quarter of an inch in diameter and weighing 
Ian pounds, was projected upward obliquely 
in the lines of its axis, passed completely 
through his head and high in the air, fall- 
ing several rods behind him, and was after- 
wards picked up by one of the men, covered 
with blood and particles of Drain. Mi. Gage 
was thrown upon his back by the force of the 
blow and his extremities moved convulsively 
a few times, but he spokein a few minutes. 
His men carried him to the road a short dis- 
tanceaway, and he rode home in an ox-cart 
sitting up by being supported. When he ar- 
rived at his destination he got out of the cart 
himself with a littie assistance, and an hour 
afterwards walked upstairs with slight aid 
and lay down upon the bed, when his wound 
was dressed. lle was conscious, but very 
weak from loss of blood. 

The examination of the wound showed 
that the tron entered the left side of the face 
by the pointed end, immediately anterior to 
the angle of the lower jaw, passe‘ obliquely 
upward and obliquely backward, emerging 
in the median line back of the frontal bone. 
The bones were brokenin small fragments 
and forced upwards and outward. The hole 
had much the shape of an inverted funnel, 
The frontal bone was badly fractured, leav- 
ing an irregular oblong opening in the skull 
two Inches one way and three anda half the 
other, through which the pulsationg of the 
brain were distinctly seen and feit. 

the wound was dressed, and the man 
showed no apparent signs of serious injury, 
excepting a curious agitation of the legs 
whicn were alternately retracted and ex- 
tended. Then began a battle, the natural 
consequences of such an accident against the 
strong constitution of a healthy man. No 
one thought It possible that he could recover, 
butaftera few days he began to improve, 
and on the fifty-sixth day from the accident 
the patient was up and walking about the 
house and plazza. The sixty-fourth day he 
caught cold, and serious consequences were 
for a time feared, but he recovered. Ten 
days afterwards he wus taken in a carrtage 
to Lebanon, N. H., a distance of thirty miles 
or more. 

Mr. Gage passed the winter months in 
Lebanon, but returned to Cavendish the fol- 
lowing April. Hé was then in good health 
and flesh, but his mind was weak and child- 
ish and the sight of the left eye was entirely 
lost. He visited South America, passing 
some time in Valparaiso. Then he went to 
San Francisco, and dled there of epilepsy, 
May 21, 1861, nearly sixteen years after the 
accident, The skulland iron are now in the 
Museum ofthe Medical Departinent of Har- 
vard University.

Annie Rector’s Death. 


REUBEN H MATTERN ADMITS THAT HE 
EMPLOYED THE PHYSICIAN. 


He States That Dr. Peeler Did the Work, 
but the Latter Denies the Charge— 
Both Men Under Arrest~How a Pretty 
Widow Met an Untimely End— The 


Investigation. 


Mrs. Annie Rector, a handsome young 
widow, who for some years has kept a board- 
ing-house at 2337 Olive street, died a horrible 
death at her home last night and her remains 
have been turned over tothe Coroner pending 
an investigation of the causes which led to 
her untimely end. 

Reuben H. Mattern, a young carpenter who 
boarded with her, and Dr. C. F. Peeler 
have been placed under arrest 
charged with having caused the death 
by criminal malpractice. The case is one of 
the ugifest of the kind that have come to the 
knowledge of the police for some time. 

Mrs. Rector was 30 years old and leaves 
four tittle children. Her father lives at Jack - 
sonville, III., which place was formerly her 


home, and her body will be taken 
there for interment, Two months 
ago she was in robust bealth, 


a woman of splendid physique, and much ad- 
mired in the vicinity of Jefferson ave- 
nue and Olive street. Her emaciated 
body is now but a ghastly remnant of 
her former physical perfections. It is said 
that a wealthy Illinoisan had sought the 
hand of the attractive widow and that she 
was engaged to be married to him, but 
young Mattern, who had deen living inthe 
neighborhood of her house, fell in love 
with her and took up his abode there. 
He isa fine-looking man of 33 years of age, 
and he quickly ingratiated himself into the 
good graces of the pretty boarding-house 
keeper. They were soon on intimate terms, 
and he was vary attentive until about 


the 10th of last month, when Mrs. 
Rector was taken suddenly il. Dr. Peeler 
was called in and treated her until the 25th 
of November, but she continued to grow 
worse and Mattern, who had assumed charge 
of the case, called in Dr. Edward Brink- 
mann, Who was puzzled by the symptonis and 
could do nothing to relieve the patient. On 
the 28th of November Mrs. Rector became 
partially paralyzed, and lost the power of 
speech. She then sank into unconsciousness, 
and lay in that condition, wasting away 
until her death last night. Although her 
brother, Otto H. Klauss of 835 South Eighth 
street, has, since her death, endeavored to 
withhold the facts, it became ve well 
Known in the vicinity that Mrs. Rector’s II- 
ness was not due to natural causes, and her 
friends were prepared for the end. 
MArrERN CONFESSES. 

Young Mattern has since his arrest con- 
firmed the suspicions of foul play by an open 
confession to the police. Over his own sig 
nature and under oath he made a statement 
to this effect: 

I, Reuben H Mattern, 
teenth street, went to board with Mrs. Rector 
2337 Olive street on or about the 26th of last June. 
After about two months I became intimate with her, 
and this continued for two months 
and until the latter part of October. Mrs. 
then informed me of her condition and I told her 1 


living at 26 South Six- 


would get a doctor, after having first told her 
that it would be very dangerous for her 
to have an operation performed. I reed to 


make all arrangements and pay the bill rather than 
have herattempt to treat herself. This I did on Oct. 
23. l went to Dr. Peeler, 3 Morgan street, and 
made arrangements with him to perform an opera- 
tion on Mrs. Rector. The doctor agreed to do 


so for $25, whieh I paid and Dr. Peeler performed | 


the operation at bis oflee at Eighteenth and Wash 
streets Nov. 4, from the effects of which Mrs, Rec- 
tor died this (sunday) 2 

At 12 o' clock last night Dr. Peeler was ar- 
rested and held to awoit the result of the au- 
topsy. He denies all criminal connection 
with thecase. Toa POST-DISPATCH reporter 
he said to-day: 

DR. PEEL&SR’S DENIAL. 

never Knew the true cause of Mrs. Rec- 
tor’s illness. From her symptoms and from 
what she told me I supposed she was suffer- 
ing from malarial fever. I prescribed for 
her and visited her until the 25th, when she 
told me that she was not satisfied with my 
treatment and would get somebody else. 
She sald Mattern would pay my bill. The 
latter came to me and asked the amount 
of the bill and 1 told him it was 
$39 for twelve day visits and 
three night visits. He took the billto Otto 
H. Klauss, Mrs. Rector’s brother, who ob- 
ected tothe amount and the bill has never 

een paid. I performed no operation and 
was kept in the dark astothetrue nature of 
her malady.’’ . 

Dr. Peeler is a widower of about 40 years of 
age and has been practicing in this city for 


two years. 

Dr. Brinkmann who was called in 
after Peeler had been dismissed 
says ‘that Mattern, Klauss an 


all the women about the house studiously 
concealed from him the true stateof the 


case. Mrs. Rector was cruelly neglected 
by those who should have cared 
tor her, and was allowed to 


remain in the most revolting condition, not- 
withstanding his commands that she be 
properly nursed. Mattern, he says, stood by 
and saw her dying, and never re- 
vealed to him that an operation 
had been performed or gave him an intima- 
tion, which might have enabled him to prop- 
erly handle the case. Onthe contrary all his 
inquiries were incorrectly answered by the 
people in the house. 

Mrs. Rector’s father and brothers and sis- 
ters are in easy circumstances, and they will 
take charge gf the children. The Coroner has 
not yet caused an autopsy tobe made. Dr. 
Peeler says he can give bail if held as a result 
of the inquest.

NEIGHBORING REPUBLICS. 


Fish and Game Concessions Secured in 
Mexico. 


CITY OF MEXICO, Dec. 19.—The game and 

fish resources of the Pacific coast are to be 
developed, a valuable concession fora term 
of fifteen years having been granted Gen, 
Mucio Martinez. He has been given the ex- 
clusive hunting and fishing privilege by the 
Government for an extensive territory. The 
zone embraced in this concession is the sea- 
coast from the mouth of the Amrea 
River to Altata, a port in Sina- 
loa north of Mazatlan. The coast 
line distance is from 250 to 300 miles. AI 
kinds of shell fish, pearls, alligators, sea 
birds, etc., are included in the concession, 
The concessionaire must for the first fiv 
years pay the Government $5 a ton for alliga- 
tor hides and 6) cents a ton for their grease. 
Afterward the rate will be higher. Similar 
charges are placed onthe fish, oysters, tur- 
tles, birds, etc., taken. 
Gen. Martinez has deposited $20,000 in the 
National Treasury asa guarantee that he 
will carry out the stipulations of the contract 
faithfully. :

In the present month the wheat harvest usually bo- 
gins in South Australia, Chili and the Argentine Re- 
public. 

A fallure ot the November rains is said to have 
adversely affected the Inuia cotton crop. If this 
9 80, the wheat crop may be unfavorably affected 
aise. 

The Bourse Gazette of St. Petersburg states that 
Russia has still available for shipment 34,000,000 
bu of this year’s rye crop and 80,000,000 bu of 
wheat. 

Itis stated that imports of wheat into Barcelona 
for the Urtt six months this year willbe 1,800,000 
bu and that a continual supply will be required up to 
next harvest.

~—General Sporting News. 


NEW ORLEANS, Dec. 19.—The remnant of 
the dashingarray of Western players who 
started their 1892 turf campaign at Memphis 
in April report but a few good winners. 

They say that of all the Western betters 
these have come out with spoils: Botay, $50, - 
000; Bob Rose, $30,000; H. Harris, $30,000; Joe 
Uliman, $50,000;Gus Bluhm, $50,000; Barney 
Wolf. $45,000, and adding to it in New or- 
leans; George Morgan, $50,000 in bets and 
$30,000 in book; W. E. Applegate $35,000 and 
booking stillin New Orleans; Henry Brown 
several thousand; Marcus Cartwright, $36, - 
000; Abe Levy, $55,000; Argo & Stubblefield, 
$40,000, and John F. Donovan $40,000. 

Chris Smith is $120,000 short and trying to get 
back a portion of it at Covington, and Frank 
Shaw is $80,000 loser at least on the year. An 
Eastern campalgn at St. Croix and Piccolo 
cost the St. Paul plungers $30,000. He lost $40, - 
000 more at Chicago and $60,000 or so went in 
miscellaneous betting. Shaw started well, 
Winning $50,900 or so at the St. Louis meeting.

He has some original 
views on trainingandthe possible speed of 
the trotting horse. ‘‘Noone can tell, how- 
ever, what the limited speed of a horse may 
be, he said, in these days of improve- 
ments. The fasttime made by a hundred 
horses this year shows that it is the pneu- 
matic tire sulky that has made the differ- 
ence, When it is eonsidered that 
the number of that have 
entered the 2:15 [ist this year ex- 
ceeas the number of those that had 
trotted within that limit for all time before, 
itis easy to see that something caused this 
greatadvance otherthan the improvement 
made in breeding and training. Of course, 
no one can calculate what the improvements 
of the future will dofor trotting horses, but 
I stick to my original statement thatthe 
horse wlllnever look through a bridle and 
beat 2m. on the old-fashioned track hitched 
to the ordinary sulky. hite tracks and pneu- 
matictires have done grand things for the 
trotters, but the horses making this fast time 
by these improvements are not greater than 
their predecessors by the difference indicated 
by the records. Ine difference in the speed 
of a kite track and the old-fashioned track 
has been variously estimated from les. to 28. 
A great deal depends upon the horse’s train- 


horses 


ing. 

The difference in the speed a horse can 
make when hitched to a pneumatic-tire 
sulky or an ordinary sulky is still greater, so 
that when these phenominally fast records 
are made the new improvements should be 
taken into consideration so as to correct! 
estimate the speed capacity of the animal. 
Sunol’s record in 2:08% was on a kite-shaped 
track, but until she is driven over the Cleve- 
land track to an ordinary sulky in 2:08% or 
less I must consider Maud S. the greater per- 
former of the two.’’
